PATIENCE: 


Hunter's 
reatest Asset 


by Dave Beatie 


COMFORT on a deer stand is conducive to patience essential 
to watchful, motionless waiting, Hunter here has a back rest, 
foot brace, and blends into natural background. With adequate 
back rest, hunter can wait it out, patiently and quietly, for 


OTHER FACTORS being equal, patience’. 


is the deer hunter’s biggest asset. Whether 
the hunter is moving slowly through the 
woods or sitting on a stand, patience fre- 
quently determines outcome of the hunt 
Anyone who has watched a partially- 
concealed, unidentified deer patiently sur- 
vey the situation knows he’s matching wits 
with a cool customer. When it’s a ques- 
tion of “sweating it out,” patience deter- 
mines the winner. 

It takes patience to still-hunt quietly 
end slowly through the woods, carefully 
surveying each patch of cover. It takes 
patience to sit immoble on a stand for a 
long period of time. And descipline is re- 
quired to resist the tempting suggestion 
that “the grass is greener on the other side 
of the fence.” But if the hunter has the 
right rifle and bullet, tested through prac- 
tice, it’s patience that usually produces the 
shot opportunity. 

“Brush-busting”, the antithesis of pa- 
tient hunting, seldom provides favorable 
shot opportunities. A fully-alarmed, going- 
away deer is hard to hit under any cir- 
cumstances. Even a hit under these con- 
ditions frequently requires expert trailing 
if the buck is recovered. But the hunter 
who moves patiently through the cover, 
at the peak of deer movement, pausing 
frequently for surveillance, usually gets a 
shot opportunity under conditions that 
favor a fatal hit. 

An upright, moving hunter can be spot- 
ted by deer at surprising distances. I’ve 
walked through a herd of grazing cattle, 
in dim light, and stampeded deer almost 
175 yards away which had not been dis- 
turbed by the slower-moving cows. It 
wasn’t scent that betrayed me but my 
faster-moving upright figure. 

A slow-moving hunter who stays in the 
shadows of timber or brush, pausing fre- 
quently, is less apt to alarm browsing 
deer. 

Unalarmed deer browse their way be- 
tween feeding and bedding grounds. Their 
movements are slow, cautious and leisure- 
ly. They test the air with their nostrils; 
erect their ears for foreign sounds; and 
stretch their necks for better vision. 

The hunter who imitates this leisure 
pace, interspersed with pauses for careful 
surveillance, is less prone to alarm moving 
deer. 

It’s also advantageous for the still- 
lunter to sit frequently and inspect cover 
ahead for deer. In woods hunting partic- 


ularly, a sitting hunter, with lower plane 
of vision, can see deer he could not spot 
from an erect position. 

Every time the still-hunter pauses, for 
sitting or’ kneeling surveillance, he auto- 
matically cancels out his movements. And 
it’s this walking activity, foreign in the 
whitetail’s habitat, which alarms the deer. 
Furthermore, the hunter has the advantage 
of a steadier shooting position if he’s 
kneeling or sitting. 

If, while still-hunting, the hunter moves 
an alerted but not full-alarmed buck, his 
chances are better if he waits for the 
buck’s usual look-back rather than 
shooting at a running deer. This was aptly 
illustrated during my own recent hunt. I 
had been still-hunting a cedar-covered 
rim. Finding a fresh buck rub, I sat down 
back in the cover and watched the cedar 
sapling recently used for antler polishing. 
Barely fifteen minutes passed before a 
buck appeared alongside the cedar. 

I was a bit hasty in raising rifle. The 
buck bounded away. Instead of shooting, 
I waited it out. The buck ran about 50 
yards, stopped, and looked back. Shoulder 
area was fully exposed; and the buck went 
down after the shot. Had I shot. at the 
bounding deer I would have missed or 
had a poorly-placed hit. As it turned out, 
patience proved productive. 

Whether still-hunting or sitting on a 
stand, the hunter can stop a moving, not 
fully alarmed, deer by a shrill whistle or a 
modulated shout. Sometimes even an a- 
Jarmed, running deer can be frozen into a 
still target. This is particularly advanta- 
geous in cover when the hunter wants to 
stop a moving deer where the line of fire 
is clear. However, he must be ready to 
shoot when the target freezes. That pause 
will not last long. 

Comparatively, immobile sitting on a 
stand requires a longer, tougher bout with 
restlessness. But the hunter who sits it out 
quietly and motionlessly has distinct ad- 
vantages over the moving hunter. As long 
as movement and sound are restricted to 
an absolute minimum, the stand hunter 
even has advantages over moving deer. 
This, of course, provided wind favors the 
stand. 

Other advantages of the stand are: 
steadier shooting position; easier spotting 
of moving deer; and relaxed muscles, 
lungs and heart. However, it requires a 
lot of patience to sit still for a couple of 
hours when there’s no activity to break 


deer to move out to browse. 


the monotony. It’s easier to wait patiently 
on a stand if the hunter is warm, com- 
fortable and relaxed. Hence, he should 
select his stand where conditions favor 
these requirements. 


Confidence is conducive to relaxation, 
so the hunter should pick a stand over- 
looking known browsing area, well-traveled 
trail, or fresh buck rubs or scrapes. Con- 
crete evidence of deer patterns makes it 
possible for the hunter to wait it out pa- 
tiently. 

A stand in cover usually enables the 
hunter to see deer movement before shot 
opportunity is provided, Thus the hunter 
— and rifle — are ready when the buck 
reaches an area where line of fire is un- 
obstructed. This, too, requires patience 
but results are more certain and, certain- 
ly, more satisfying. Nothing is more frus- 
trating than not knowing whether a deer 
is hit or missed; and impulsive shooting 
frequently precipitates such a quandary. 

Greatest tax on hunter patience devel- 
ops when deer begin to move, with the 
does leading the advance guard. “Sweating 
it out,” literally is required if the hunter

In The Snow 


by Grant Hopkins 


WHO IN HIS right mind would get up 
in the middle of winter and sit in an ice- 
cold blind to shoot something he can't 
eat ? 

Well I would, and have been doing it 
for the last three years in Nova Scotia’s 
Annapolis Valley. And if anyone who 
likes burning up ammo in the hottest and 


trickiest shooting going — crows in the 
snow — is a screwball, then brother, 
tighten up my straight-jacket another 


notch. 

All of our crows don’t spend the winter 
months in Canada, just the smart stub- 
born ones who would rather use their 
wits stealing food from garbage cans and 
the town dump than make the long mi- 
gration south. Pickings around town 
sometimes get slim, but the dump always 
provides a banquet, and it’s here where 
the black rascals congregate to the ad- 
vantage of the scheming shotgunner. 

Take one of the best shoots I had last 
winter, for instance. It took place about 
three miles from my home at Green- 
wood, and convinced me that some of the 
garbage tidbits crows dined on was spicy 
stuff. 

Before daylight on this January mor- 
ning, I trudged through shin-deep snow a 
half mile to the Annapolis River and 
started setting up a blind, made from 
white sheets, at the edge of a thick cluster 
of alders. Across the river, 200 yards of 
scattered bush stretched to a heavy stand 
of jackpines that hid from view one of 
the biggest and freshest table spreads of 
crow food in the area. 

I had driven into the dump on several 
occasions and shot the odd crow from the 
edge of the pines. As soon as a few shots 
were fired, the birds would always retreat 
to the river and lounge around in the 
nearby fields and treetops until I got 
fed up and left. This time I had a surprise 
for them; I was going to be waiting in 
the middle of their hangout. 

By the time I had the alders in front 
hacked down for clear shooting, it was 
light enough to see well and I started set- 
ting out the 16 full-bodied and silhouette 
crow decoys I’d brought along. I spread 
the silhouettes between the blind and the 
river, within easy shooting distance, and

was trying to put a full-bodied one in a 
natural position on a low limb, when a 
fusillade of Caw-Caw-Caw’s shattered the 
morning stillness. 

A flock of several hundred crows was 
headed for breakfast right my way — 
but from the wrong direction. They were 
coming in behind me. I made a dash for 
the entrance to the blind, but the lead 
crows were already past before I got my 
Ithica 12 gauge loaded and my crow call 
untangled from my scarf. 

I was about to pour forth with crow 
language when I spotted a black blur 
through the jungle of alders. I jammed 
the gun butt against my shoulder and 
banged off a hasty shot, but the 7'%’s 
only chewed a tunnel through the en- 
tangled limbs. The crow shook his tail 
feathers and kept right on going. 

That first shot gave me away. The 
birds were still coming in my general di- 
rection, but kept at long range. I fired

three more shots at distant flaring birds 
with no effect. 

“Well I’m off to a great start,’ I mut- 
tered to myself, “four shots and nothing 
but a little sawdust.” 

The strung out flock had disappeared 
into the pines so I came back into the 
open to finish putting out the decoys. I 
then began a chilly wait in the 15° above 
morning air. 

My feet were just beginning to get 
numb, from. standing on the packed 
snow in the blind, when two lumps of 
coal came out of the pines, dropped low 
to the ground, and landed at the water’s 
edge upstream. I beckoned to them with 
my Lohmans call. 

My accent must have been convincing 
as they quickly lifted and headed my 
way. Once they were close enough to spot 
the decoys, however, I stopped calling for 
fear of hitting a sour note and giving the 
show away. As I watched them get closer 
and closer, through the cheesecloth sewn 
in the sheeting. I twisted my “polychoke 
to ‘Modified’. slipped off my _ right 
glove, and groped for the familiar feel of 
my safety. 

The first crow was right in the middle 
of a puzzled C-a-a-a-w-w over the sil- 
houettes when the trap load bundled him 
into a neat package. His wingman hit 
with a crunch into an ice patch on the 
Annapolis. 

“A double! Now that’s more like it.” 
I retrieved the two dead birds and hung 
them in a prominent place on the alder 
limbs to add to my decoys. 

For the rest of the morning singles 
and doubles flew steadily from the dump 
over to the river for a drink. My decoy 
spread kept getting bigger, and each fol- 
lowing crow was sucked in that much 
easier. I finally had to quit when I ran 
out of shells. I counted 19 dead birds 
around the blind and found another that 
fell out of sight in a nearby field when 
I walked back to the car. An even 20 
crows — a good shoot for any time of 
year. 

Winter dump shooting starts as soon 
as there is enough snow to prevent crows 
from feeding in the fields. This is usually 
the last half of December in the Anna-

polis Valley, with the shooting carrying 
through until the end of March. By this 
time, however, the crows are super-wary 
as a lot of buckshot has been poked their 
way. They aren’t easily fooled by a call, 
so decoying from a blind is about the 
only way of getting them close enough 
for a shot. 

The papier-mache, full-bodied decoys 
are very realistic and work well, but they 
cost two bucks each and are awkward to 
carry in any numbers. I usually take a 
couple along to set in trees, but mostly 
use silhouettes made from coat hangers 
that I’ve shaped like a crow and covered 
with black cloth. Two dozen of these can 
be carried in one hand. I stick them into 
the ground facing different directions so 
at least a few are visible regardless of how 
the crow comes in. When a bird is di- 
rectly above the spread, his buddies, whom 
he flew over to join, have suddenly dis- 
appeared. Before he can figure out what 
happened to them, I blast him. 

In the summer I use a stuffed great- 
horned owl, but find one to be too much 
trouble in the winter. Putting up an owl 
on top of a long pole, and getting it 
braced so it will stay up, can be frustrat- 
ing, especially in a high wind, and doesn’t 
attract that many more crows. 

The higher up I can get my decoys, 
the greater the distance I can _ bring 
crows in from. Here’s where the birds al- 
ready bagged can help keep _ shooting 
going. During a lull I look around the 
dump for a short piece of wire, which 
usually isn’t too hard to find. One end 
of it I twist around the crow’s leg and 
the other end around a stick one to two 
feet long By holding the crow and the 
stick in one hand, it is easy to toss them 
into the top of a nearby tree The stick 
quickly catches on a limb and the crow 
can be seen a mile away. He’s hanging 
head down, but it doesn’t seem to make 
much difference. 

Finding good cover to shoot from is 
tough in the winter time and is probably 
the gunner’s biggest problem. I solved it 
by making myself two blinds 15 feet long 
and shoulder high, one from white bed- 


how well concealed the hunter is behind 


sheet material and the other from camou- 
flaged netting. Every few feet along the 
top and ends are two-foot cloth strips to 
tie the blinds to bushes, a fence, or 
whatever is handy. I use the camouflage 
one when I’m _ shooting with a _ green 
background. such as pines and _ spruces; 
I made it by cutting up a mosquito net 
for a jungle hammock and sewing it back 
into the shape of a rectangle. I keep one 
blind or the other, a dozen or so sil- 
houette decoys, three or four full-bodied 
ones, a handaxe and extra shells in a 
wooden butter box. It’s easy to carry and 
can be used as a seat in the blind during 
long. waits. 

Early in the winter before the crows 
get too spooky, and I don’t want to be 
bothered with a blind and decoys, I use 
another tactic that also results in fast 
wing shooting, I outfit myself in white 
coveralls and hat and drive from one 
dump to another around the valley. After 
parking the car well out of sight, I sneak 
close to the garbage heaps, using what- 
ever cover I can find, and start calling. 
Usually the crows will come over for one

or two passes, and I take what shots I can 
then move on to the next spot. The 
colder and more windy the day, the 
better this method seems to work. 

I recall another morning last February, 
at the Middleton dump ten miles from 
Greenwood, that turned into a great 
shooting spree. It was just breaking dawn 
when I parked my car at the gate leading 
down the quarter mile road to the gar- 
bage area. In the distance I could make 
out 50 or 60 crows that had settled in 
the trees on the far side of the dump and 
were preparing for their usual morning 
snack. Rather than walk down the road, 
where I quickly would be spotted, I cut 
over through knee deep snow into a stand 
of skimpy poplars. The light cover and 
my white clothing helped me get within 
75 yards of the crows without the alarm 
being sounded. 

The first squawks on my crow call 
brought the whole flock swarming with 
excitement. My first shot should have 
been a sure kill, as the bird was only 15 
yards away, but instead two feet off the 
top of a poplar, that somehow got in the 
way, came crashing down in splinters. 
I took more time on the next shots and 
they filled the air with feathers. I kept up 
a steady chorus of calling, trying to re- 
load at the same time. When the flock 
finally decided it had enough, five of its 
members lay around me in the snow. 

The show was over in less than five 
minutes, but the day was far from fin- 
ished. I set up my camouflaged netting 
in a spruce clump, next to a field across 
from the dump, spread the dead crows 
in the snow and my silhouettes on the 
fence posts. Before noon, nine more 
crows plunged into the frozen ground to 
join the five already there. 

All winter shoots don’t turn out this 
successfully, but with a little patience, 
know-how and preparation, I seldom have 
a day without bagging at least a few of 
the charcoal marauders. On my Saturday 
morning hunts I burned up eight boxes 
of shells on them last winter — during 
the fall I doubt if I fired a box at game. 

If you are lucky enough to have Jim 
Crow spend the winter in your area and 
haven’t been out gunning for him yet, 
man, you’re missing some top wing shoot- 
ing and a lot of fun. 

The wariness of ol’ Jim makes it a real 


“challenge to thin his numbers. Convince 


yourself, first, that no bird can be 
smarter than a man — and then go out 
and try to prove it.

Presently, after a very stiff climb, we 
reached the prospector’s trail, hewn for 
fifteen miles along the mountain side to 
his cabin, which was our first camping 
place. The trail was seldom more than a 
foot wide, yet, after the previous going 
seemed a boulevard. Summer dropped 
behind. Wind fallen trees lay every few

feet. The cabin was at an altitude’ of 
about 7000 feet. 

My companion had been over the trail 
on several previous hunts for bears, with- 
out getting any bears. It had not damped 
his enthusiasm. or belief in their existence 
in goodly numbers. As the afternoon 
waned, I too waned to a numbed me- 
chanism. My pack, about forty pounds at 
the outset, now weighed about 200 
pounds. My brain remained alert. 

I kept asking: “How far have we yet 
to go?” He said it was five miles more: 
four; then three. Soon suspicion woke in 
me: certainly between the distances he 
gave me, we had gone twice as far. 

But I had left my watch in the city. 
Filled with guile, I laid a trap. I asked 
the time. It was 5.30. Then quickly I asked 
how far to the cabin. He said two and 
three-quarter miles. We walked on. When 
I was certain two hours more had passed, 
I asked again time and distance. With 
considerable emphasis he replied: “it’s 
6.20. We've two miles to go.” 

My disgusted fury knew no bounds at 
this incredible statement. How could I 
ever have been friends with such a man! 
Certainly hours had passed. not a mere 
50 minutes.

The successful hunter is unidentified. 


Then we strunk snow — ever deepen- 
ing snow. And our snowshoes were in the 
cabin two miles ahead! For even my ex- 
perienced companion had never expected 
snow at this point so late in the season. 

On the very steep slope we floundered, 
sinking a leg to the ankle. the knee. the 
hip. With strenuous lifting I would raise 
the sunken limb to the level of the other. 
This threw the weight. of my body and 
heavy pack. now weighing at least SOO 
pounds, onto, the other foot: and down 
into the snow it would go. Another for- 
ward step. This time I fall completely on 
the downward side of the mountain. My 
weighty pack swings around in a devilish 
endeavor to pull me to the canyon depths 
below. 

Prone full length upon the snow. only 
my gun driven deep into the snow. saves 
me from sliding into the abyss. Even my 
anger and disappointment at this prevari- 
cator I once called friend is momentarily 
erased at a new hate arising against this 
snow, with the wetting power of water. the 
clutch of quicksand and the inconsistency 
of a woman. 

We arrived at the cabin at eleven 
o'clock. The pack on my _ back now 
weighed a ton. The cabin door was 
blocked with snow 

Next morning we headed into what my 
companion happily announced as The 
Real Bear Country, Everywhere snow from 
five to 50 feet deep. That night, after 
digging five feet down in soppy snow, we 
put up our silk tent on the bank of a 
creek. 

It was midnight. We had travelled four- 
teen hours and covered seven miles over 
another mountain into a valley. We were 
hoilow, wet, weary. As for getting even 
one bear, I now gave up the idea as 
chimerical. I did not even dream of seeing 
one. My day dreams were of mattresses. 
Envy of my city friends, begun at the 
beginning of the climb the first day, in- 
creased with unholy intensity. My faith in 
my companion was ashes. How could 
there be bears in this world of snow ! 

Yet next morning found me following 
my companion. His was a fiendish inge- 


nuity in finding every sort of perpendic- 
ular country over which he persisted in 
climbing, predicting bears beyond. Why 
did I continue to go along when I was 
now filled with the realization that grizzly 
bears were purely mythical creatures as 
hippogriffs and centaurs; that my com- 
panion was a poor mad mortal tormented 
with an obsession. 

Yet. even despite this charitable under- 
standing of him I came to loathe him. It 
is peculiar how one can be disappointed 
in one’s friends. Even though he was 
mad, how could he lead me on an empty 
chase in desolation, wet, weary, living on 
short rations cooked over an open fire in 
one utensil ! 

Nearing sundown we came upon the 
tracks of an old bear and a young one. 
My companion dilated on their freshness, 
and the enormous size of the old bear’s 
paw. I listened. aloof, reserved. Tracks, 
yes: but probably the bears were far 
away. Yet. when he insisted, though it 
was long past supper time, I fo!lowed over 
hills, rock faces, through tangled dwarf 
spruce. While the tracks still led on and 
on. we finally gave up beneath a shining 
full moon. I judged mother and cub would 
be about entering Alaska at the moment. 

During another midnight dreary meal. 
I decided tomorrow [I would demand a 
return to civilization. Yet the rising sun 
found me once more upon the trail. This 
crazed individual dominated me, held me 
in subjection though now I knew beyond 
all doubt the only two bears ever in the 
region were now in Alaska. 

At ten o'clock we sighted four grizzly 
on a slide about half a mile above us. 
There came drifting the sound of just one 
of their voices. It was as mingled thunder, 
a freight train on a long trestle, the bellow 
of a very angry bull, which added some- 
thing sinister that one connects with the 
Trump of Doom. 

I recalled all I had heard about the 
grizzly’s ferocity. A ghastly vision of go- 
ing down beneath an avalanche of griz- 
zlies rose before me. My knees shook. It 
is said a brave man is one who is afraid, 
admits it, yet goes on toward danger. 
Well, anyway, I went on. 

By careful climb we got above the 
bears. They had finished feeding and gone 
to sleep upon a ledge. We were able to 
come within a hundred feet; quite un- 
usual. ; 

Our guns fired in unison. My com- 
panion’s first shot killed one bear out- 
right. One turned and came up the hill, 
a terror-striking ferocity. I fired. It 
crumpled, went down. My companion got 
the third, and I the fourth on the run. 

My companion shouted  exultantly : 
“four grizzly in thirty seconds!” Then, 
more modestly, “maybe a record of sorts.” 

With shining eyes I looked upon him. 
What a splendid fellow he was! How 
sure, how sarie! Never had I travelled 
with anyone in whom I had more confi- 
dence. He knew how to find bears. My 
trustful following had been rewarded !

Mule Deer 


Canada’s Popular 


by N. M. Hincks 
Original Sketches by E. F. Wright 


WITH ANTLERS still in the velvet, the 
Mule deer will stare at you with tolerant 
curiosity, but let August and September 
tear the last shreds from his razor-sharp 
points, and you may be glad to cede him 
right-of-way along the forest path. 

The Mule deer (Odocoileus hemionus 
hemionus), sub-species of the Black-tailed 
deer, is the dominant species in western 
North America, and his imposing figure 
may be found over wide sweeps: of coun- 
try from the Province of British Colum- 
bia down into northern Mexico. 

In the early nineteenth century, west- 
ward-moving pioneers noted “a curious 
kind of Deer of a dark gray colour, hair 
long and fine, the ears large and long; a 
small receptacle under the eye like the 
Elk, the tail about the length of the Com- 
mon deer, round (like a cow), a tuft of 
black hair about the end”. 

The name of “mule” deer is a reason- 
able one for simple ‘dentification, but 
conveys no picture of the owner’s strong 
figure, with a body that may weigh up to 
400 pounds, a height of four feet at the 
shoulders, and an alert head supporting 
a vigorous pair of forked antlers. Does 
are smaller, weighing in the neighbour- 
hood of 150 pounds, and they do not 
carry antlers. 

Broken, hilly terrain is the chosen coun- 
try of the Mule deer, and his usually 
rufous-gray speckled winter coat, with 
brown face patches, helps him blend into 
the rough scenery as does his tawny sum- 
mer colouring among the grasses of the 
open plains where he is adept at finding 
cover among seemingly inadequate scrub. 

When startled, the animal moves off 
in great springs, distancing twenty or 
more feet at a bound, head held high and 
“flag” in straight line with the spine over 
the white-patched rump. Smacking down 
with all four feet together, it seems a 
wonder the slender bones do not splinter 
with the impact. The energy required for 
these soaring leaps is so great that the 
beast tires early, but an uphill half-mile or 
so this is a remarkably effective way of 
clearing obstacles. 

Like most deer, the blacktail has much 
curiosity but should any disaster overtake 
the leader, he is not subject to panic, as 
is the elk. He is wary, and the slightest 
unfamiliar movement catches his attention. 


Game Animal 


His sight is good, his smell and hearing 
excellent, and it is a crafty hunter, 
whether cougar, coyote, wolf or human, 
that can surprise him. 

The pivot of the year for the Mule 
deer is the breeding season. When the 
buck reaches full vigour, he will fight 
continually and fiercely; alert, aggressive, 
neck enlarged with biological drive, antlers 
long since “horned” free of velvet and 
now rapier-sharp, a mature buck easily 
routs a weaker opponent but when two 
of equal strength come together the battle 
is well fought. From October to Novem- 
ber the polygamous deer is possessed of 
one urge only, and that is to herd the 
greatest number of does into his own 
harem. 

This deer is a browser, living principal- 
ly off the juicy twigs of red willow, aspen, 
serviceberry, mountain juniper, with some 
variation to June-grasses and wheat 
grasses, and a partiality for titbits in the 
shape of tree lichen in winter and mush- 
rooms in summer. After a severe winter 
the browse line shows slearly behind a 
herd, and the greater reach of the adults 
will leave the smaller immature animals 
near starvation. 


Through the winter herds remain loose- 
lv together for mutual protection, but the 
bucks no longer assume much responsibili- 
ty: most often the leadership will be taken 
over by some wise old doe. By February 
or March, the buck will have shed _ his 
fine set of five-point antlers, and within 


_three weeks the new begin to grow in. He 


moves slowly to some favoured pasture 
high up on the timberline, settling into 
his rather stolid routine of finding sus- 
tenance, and eluding his enemies. 


In May or June the does drop out from 
the herd to bear their young, usually 
twins or even triplets. The late gestion 
results in the offspring coming at the 
time of nature’s greatest abundance, and 
so the fawns thrive in the short season 
before the deer cycle begins again. 


Like all animals, the rules of life for a 
Mule deer are simple, and his imposing 
appearance is his particular adaptation to 
the universal need to find food, depend- 
able shelter, and to perpetuate his kind. 
Control by man is only partial, and much 
practical insight is still needed for the 
continuing benefit of the Mule-deer, one 
of North America’s gamest game animals.
